Amend claim 20 as follows: 
20. (currently amended) The composite material according to claim 1 or 2 wherein the metallic 
component is selected from the group consisting of aluminum or stainless steel 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable based on the BPAI decision of 1/25/201 1. It is noted that the BPAI indicated that 
although claim 1 does not specify that the coating includes a clay filler, the applied prior art 
failed to teach or suggest the claimed composite material because one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not have reasonably predicted that clay can function as an endothermic filler for the fire 
composite filler material in the coating taught by the applied prior art. Thus, in accordance with 
the BPAI decision, the examiner has interpreted the "filler component" of claim 1 to be limited 
to a filler comprising clay.
